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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The amendment adds the features to independent claims 6 and 10, which have not been previously 
considered during the prosecution of this application. Specifically in claim 6, the amendment adds that the DSP/CPU controls the 
display to display the caption data corresponding with the digital audio data being output. This specific correlation between the output 
audio data and caption data has not been previously recited in combination with the other claim elements. Independent claim 10 has 
been amended to incorporate a plurality of steps not previously claimed. These features each require further search and consideration . 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Stevens fails to disclose 
receiving anything through a wireless communication network. In support of this assertion applicant states that the wireless 
communication networks communicate over long ranges by employing a network of wireless terminals distributed over a wide area and 
compares them to a cellular communication network. There is nothing in the pending claim language which states that the wireless 
network most be a long range network and not supporting evidence for the definition proposed by applicant. A wireless communication 
network is simply any network that transmits information without using wired lines. These systems include infrared communication and 
the cordless transceivers of the Stevens invention. Applicant secondly argues that Stevens fails to teach a memory for storing the 
caption language learning data. This limitation recites the intended use of the memory component. An apparatus claim must be 
structural distinguishable from the prior art inventions. See MPEP 2114. All other arguments presented are directed to and rely upon the 
newly added features of the claims for support. As the amendments incorporating these features are not entered, the arguments directed 
to such are considered moot, and will not be further addressed. 
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
